. Tae Superintending School Committee, of Allenstown, respect- 
_ fully submit the following report, for the year ending March, 1874. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Joun T. Batcuerper. Teacher, Miss 
Exsic S. Corran. Length of summer term, 10 weeks; wages 
of teacher, per month, $20; whole number of scholars, 21; av- 
erage attendance, 17; instances of tardiness, 48 ; not absent one 
half day, 3. 

Miss Cofran’s faithfulness in this school was attended with the 
success that has invariably been hers in the schools that she has 
taught heretofore. The scholars appeared to be obedient and stu 
dious, and made a good degree of improvement. 


Winter Term. 


Teacher, Miss Crara R. Brown. Length, 103 weeks. Wages, 
$20 ; number of scholars, 21; tardiness, 32; not absent one half 
day, 3. 

This was Miss Brown’s first attempt at teaching, but her earnest, 
faithful discharge of duty, and the evident desire of the scholars 
to learn, made it a very profitable term.

DISTRICT No. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Wittram H. Cate. Teacher of 
summer term, Miss Er1a S. Lapp. Length of term, 5 weeks ; 
wages of teacher per month, $20; number of scholars, Ti; av- 
erage, 10; tardy, 22; not absent one half day, 5. 


At the commencement of this school, it seemed as though that for 
once in a number of years, there would be a quiet term, satisfac- 
tory to the parents, and useful to the scholars. Miss Ladd, though 
young, and assuming for the first time the duties of teaching, 
showed an aptness for it that would have been of great benefit to 
the children of this district, if the old feuds that have cursed it for 
years, could have been suspended during the few weeks of the 
term. After the first few days, trouble arose in the school from 
outside interference, and its usefulness was gone. The school- 
house was (most mysteriously) destroyed by fire, and all hopes of 
a useful school was given up; and the opportunities for learning 
so much needed by the children, sacrificed to gratify the quarrel- 
some disposition of man. 


Winter TERM. 


Teacher, Miss Marrie J. Watson. Length of term, 6 weeks ; 
wages of teachers, $24; number of scholars, 10; tardy, 36. 
There not being a school-house, this school was held in a dwell- 

ing-house in the district, and was, under the circumstances, a very 

successful school. Miss Watson, though without experience in 
teaching, showed a good degree of decision and discretion in her 
management, and there was a marked improvement. | 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Joun M. Weexs. Miss Emma Cofran 
taught both summer and winter terms. Length of summer term, 
9. weeks; winter term, 13 weeks; wages of teacher per month, 
$21; number of scholars, 14; average, 12; tardy, 23; not absent 

_one half day, 5. | 
Miss Cofran had very good success in this, her first school, both 
teacher and scholars endeavoring to do their duty.

Teacher, summer 
term, Miss Mary K. Hitron. Length of term, 12 weeks; wages 
of teacher per month, $36, number of scholars, 53; average, 42 ; 
tardy, 48. : 

Miss Hilton is a teacher of experience, and seemed to under- 
stand the art of teaching thoroughly, and, I think, labored earnestly 
for the interest of the schoo!; yet from some cause she did not 
seem to have awakened that friendliness and interest that should 
exist between teacher and scholars that is so indispensable in mak- 
ing a school profitable.

Teacher, May J. Dennison. Length of term, 16 weeks; wages 


of teacher, $32 per month; number of scholars, 57; average, 523 

not absent one half day, 4; tardy, 52. 

Miss Dennison is a teacher of considerable experience, and in 
this school fully maintained her excellent record of the past by 
her promptness and energy, and by her kind and affectionate man- 
ners. She appeared to have gained the good-will and favor of the 
scholars, and great improvement was the result,
